Outstanding Instructors En- 
gaged To Conduct Four- 
teenth Annual Session. 

The annual summer training 
school for teachers and church 
workers associated with the Meth- 
odist churches of Princess Anne 
county will convene in the audi- 
torium of the Court House School 
Sunday afternoon, August 15, at 3 
o'clock, continuing through Fri- 
day of that week. Sponsored by 
the Virginia Conference Board of 
Christian Education of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South and 
the Methodist Sunday School As- 
sociation of the county, this year's 
training school is expected to be 
the'' most successful ever held 
here. /-" * 

Roy Jackson, president of the 
county association, will serve as 
director of the five-day -training 
session, assisted by a committee 
selected from the several Meth- 
odist churches of Princess Anne. 

Fourteenth Session 

This will mark the fourteenth 
session of the Church School to 
be held here. Last year's school 
had an enrollment of more than 
100 teachers and church workers, 
as large an attendance as had 
ever been recorded, and it is an- 
ticipated by the directors that 
this season's attendance figures 
will establish a new record for 
the county. 

Although the course is designed 
primarily for the local Methodist 
congregations, teachers and work- 
ers associated with other churches 
have been invited to attend the 
lectures and to participate in the 
other activities of the school. 
Questions of importance to mod- 
ern living, wjth particular em- 
phasis upon the place of the Sun- 
day School and the church in the 
community, will feature the train- 
ing period scheduled for this 
month. 

Two Courses Featured 

Whereas in previous years not 
less than four courses have been 
available to local students, this 
season's training school will fea- 
ture but two both under the dir- 
ection of outstanding instructors. 
Students completing the courses

Harry Davis Victor in Primary, 
Defeating Ewell by 921 Votes 

Cape Henry Is Only One Of Thirteen Precincts To (Jive 
Plurality To Baxter's Barn Group's Candidate; Voting 
Is Light Throughout County. 



In one of the quietest campaigns 
taged here in many years. Harry 
Davis, seeking a third term as 
the Princess Anne County dele- 
gate to the Geneial Assembly, won- 
out in Tuesday's primary election 
over his opponent A. E. Ewell by 
an unofficial margin of 1.472 votes 
to 551. His majority of 921 votes 
had been anticipated by political 
leaders, who early in the cam- 
paign conceded his election. 
Mr. Ewell. the candidate of the 
Baxter's Barn'' group, opposed 
to the present county Democratic 
organization, campaigned on a 
platform seeking State enactment 
of the old age pension law; en- 
actment of laws by the assembly 
to parallel . Federal legislation to 
aid farmeis; aid f^r the seafood 
industry and wder support, for 
the school system of the county. 
Although Mr. Davis did little ac- 
tive campaigning, he expressed 
himself as being in complete a- 
greement with the major aims of 
the four contestants for the rank- 
ing nominations. 

Cape Henry For EweH 

Only one of the thirteen coun- 
ty precincts gave a plurality to 
Mr. Ewell, the Cape Henry voters 
marking sixteen of the total of 
twenty-five ballot* in his favor. 



Virginia Beach gave him 125 votes 
and 243 votes to Mr. Davis.

GIVEN LITTLE SUPPORT 

Voting Is Light At All Coun- 
ty Precincts; Only 2,033 
Ballots Are Cast. 



While practically every other 
city and county voting station in 
Virginia was piling up a tremend- 
ous lead for Lieutenant-governor 
James H. Price, candidate for 
Governor to succeed George G. 
Peery, over his opponent, State 
Senator Vivian L. Page, of Nor- 
folk. Virginia Beach and Princess 
Anne County gave him a bare 
majority of 83 votes, out of an 
unofficial total of 2,033 votes cast 
in Tuesday's primary election con- 
test, a survey of the reported to- 
tals revealed this week. The re- 
corded tally showed 1,058 votes 
for Price and 975 for Page. 

Voting Is Light 

. Voting was comparatively light 
at all of the county's thirteen 
precincts, running more than 500 
behind the total polled in the 
Hamilton-Darden contest for the 
House of Representatives last year 
and almost 3,500 votes behind the 
county election of two years ago. 
The weather was ideal for an 
election day, but the lack of lo- 
cal issues kept better than half 
of the qualified electorate from 
the polls. 

Senator Saxon W. Holt, popular 
with local farming interests, was 
given a plurality of more than 1,- 
000 votes over Robert W. Daniel 
in the race for the Lieutenant- 
governorship, and John Galleher, 
who contested the renomination 
of Attorney-General Abram P. 
Staples, ran more than 800 votes 
behind in the final count. 

Beach For Page 

Virginia Beach, apparently 
swayed by Mr. Page's platform 
(reported to have included "a 
greater freedom from official in- 
vestigation for Virginia Beach" 
plank), gave the Norfolk Senator 
190 votes to Mr. Price's 180. Other 
majorities piled up in local pre- 
cincts for Mr. Page were reported 
from Blackwater, where the Lieu- 
tenant-governor was eight votes 
behind his opponent's 40; in 
Brock's Bridge, where his 36 votes 
contrasted with Mr. Page's 48; 
in Cape Henry, where he received 
only nine of the 25 cast; in Creeds, 
where Mr. Page received 139 votes 
to Mr. Price's 55; in Glen Rock, 
where the count was 52 to 18, and 
in Kempsville. where Mr. Page 
received 141 to his opponent's 70. 

However, the totals received by 
Mr. Price in the other six pre- 
cincts were sufficient for him to 
take the lead in the county, as 
he did elsewhere in Virginia. 
Those unofficial totals were, Bay. 
side, 138 votes to Mr. Page's 111; 
Capp's Shop, where he received 
97 votes to his opponent's 41; 
Court House, where he was given 
166 out of a possible 213; at Lon- 
don Bridge, where 316 Price votes 
were cast to 136 for his opponent; 
at Sigma, where he was given 34 
of the 48 votes cast, and at Wash 
Woods, where he received all eight 
votes cast during the day.

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MR. PWCE'S TRIUMPH 



As an expression of united ap- 
proval and support, the over- 
whelming victory won on Tuesday 
at the polls by Lteutenant-gov- 
ernor James H. Price in his cam- 
paign for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for aovernor finds few paral- 
lels in recent political history. 
These are troublous times, with 
vital issues cutting deep schisms 
into party lines and strongly en- 
trenched organizations, and he who 
can rise above the confusion and 
the factionalism to assume the 
leadership of a great majority 
of the voters of a given area is, 
today, a man worthy of support, 
for such near-unanimous confix 
dence is seldom found. 

Had Mr. Price been the candi- 
date of the previously strongly- 
CttPported State organization, his 
triumph would not be so mean- 
ingful nor so fraught with signi- 
ficance. But, the record reveals, 
every effort was made by that 
group to check his progress, no 
possible candidate was overlook- 
ed in the frenzied search to block 
the "Vote-for-Price" movement 
that was begun more than two 
years ago, and, when failure to 
stop the onrush became painfully 
apparent, the organization still 
refused to give him the support 
that was rightfully due. 

if that organization had been 
powerful enough to name the 
last three Governors of Virginia, 
why did it fail in this instance? 
Conditions and circumstances 
both at home and abroad, we be- 
beve, augmented Mr. Price's 
tjreat personal popularity, and 
the revolt against the organiza- 
tion which has been witnessed in 
the past several years in the Sec- 
ond arid Sixth pistricts, partic- 
ularly, and in the others to a less 
noticeable degree added the final 
touch to what we prefer to re- 
gard as an organization "rout". 
Mr. Price's popularity among 
the rank and file of Virginians is 
too well known to necessitate 
further comment. There is no sec- 
tion of the state that does not 
number among its residents hun- 
dreds of "Jim's friends," and, 
when his candidacy was announc- 
ed, these were the first to swing 
to his support. Oddly enough. 
though he has been in political 
life for more than 20 years, he 
has few enemies. 

In this connection it is inter- 
esting to note that a majority of 
State workers deserted the organ- 
ization for the first time in years 
and labored enthusiastically in his 
behalf. These, too, were his 
friends, his associates for several 
decades on Capitol Hill, and the 
"voice of authority" was lightly 
tossed aside to pull with their 
friend. And right here, we believe, 
Is tp be found a mighty wedge in 
the forthcoming battle that seeks 
to unseat the organization's rul- 
ers. For the first time in many 
years such a desire seems possible 
of fulfillment. 

Mr. Price had the benefit of 
many years of legislative and ex- 
ecutive experience in Virginia's 
governmental setup. During that 
time he earned a reputation for 
honesty, sincerity and liberalism 
of a type that is so badly needed 
In political circles. While in the 
House of Delegates, where he 
served for fourteen years, he 
s pon sored and engineered a whole 



series of legislative issues that 
have added to the health and 
prosperity of Virginia. As the pre- 
siding head of the State Senate, 
he continued his progressive 
course, bringing meaning to the 
office whkh he held and continu- 
ing in the forefront of the fight 
for social, political and moral bet- 
terment. 

When death removed several of 
the organization's most powerful 
"behind-the-scene" manipulators, 
Mr. Price's chance had truly ar- 
rived. The organization could of- 
fer the voters no man of compar- 
able stature, and, without the 
masterful skill of those whose 
work was done, the organization 
foundered in a sea of uncertainty 
that ruined whatever chance there 
might have been of continuing its 
powerful hold over the State's af- 
fairs. 

Then, finally, we must not over- 
look the feud between the organi- 
zation's bellwether and the Roose- 
velt Administration. Virginians, 
on the whole, are still right solidly 
behind the President and his pro- 
posals, and- Mr. Price's sponsor- 
ship of Administration measures 
which appealed to Virginians add- 
ed further weight to his campaign. 
There are other forces which 
might be mentioned as contribut- 
ing to the Primary's outcome, but 
these are the major factors in 
Mr. Price's victory. The opposition 
furnished by Mr. Page, while it 
never did reach big league pro- 
portions, was valuable and of use 
in stimulating an otherwise dull 
campaign, but it was hopeless 
from its belated start. The cards 
were stacked in the Lieutenant- 
governor's favor, and neither or- 
ganization nor Senator Page was 
sufficiently skilled in magic to 
change the hands. 

Our heartiest congratulations 
are herewith extended, to Mr. 
Price and to his running mate, 
Senator Saxon Holt. It is our be- 
lief that Virginia is in for a term 
of progressive, honest and intelli- 
gent government under their com- 
petent direction.

Although local support accord-

AND SO — VICTORIA. By 

Vaughan Wilklns. Macmlllan. 
681pp. $2.50. 



(A Review by George H.

With his first venture into the 
realm of fiction, Vaughan Wilkins 
has marked up a success: "And 
So— Victoria" gives every promise 
that it will be one of the best sell- 
ers among the season's historical 
novels. Aside from its intrinsic 
value as pure fiction, the novel 
will appeal to every reader whose 
interest in the English royal fam- 
ily and its antecedents has been 
quickened by a recent royal love 
affair. 

Like any other writer of a good 
historical novel, Mr. Wilkins ne- 
cessarily picks up threads of cir- 
cumstances from widely separat- 
ed times and far distant coun- 
tries, and introduces a host of 
characters which move through 
his pages, some for only a breath- 
ing space, others from beginning 
to end. But Mr. Wilkins com- 
pletely outdoes his fellow-workers 
in the field in the deftness and 
certainty of touch with which he 
shapes his material into a coher- 
ent and forceful whole. 

The period of the novel is that 
of the two later Georges, George 
ni and George IV, and of William, 
before the accession of Victoria 
to the throne of England. As a 



somber backdrop to the principal 
action of the book hangs the web 
of intrigues and plottings, all the 
moral baseness and spiritual de- 
cay which stain English history 
at the overlapping of the eigh- 
teenth and nineteenth centuries. 
One sees in unsavory detail the 
five princely brothers who are at 
one only in a common contempt 
for their father, the royal mad- 
man George III, and in their 
mutual jealousy, distrust and ha- 
tred. 

Christopher Harnish. the hero 
(for the hero and most of the 
principles actors are creatures of 
fiction), enters the novel as a 
small boy, the tool of agents of 
the Duke of Cumberland in a plot 
against his brother, the Duke of 
Kent. After playing cats-paw in 
an unsuccessful attempt to assas- 
sinate Kent's daughter Victoria. 
Christopher escapes from his 
guardians, only to be abducted by 
an exploiter of child labor. At 
this point Mr. Wilkins paints in 
all its ghastly detail and evil 



pliment to Mr. DeVine may be 
called epochal, for what his re- 
search has produced is a Virginia 
program designed to "keep people 
out of jail" by supplanting the 
present jail system with a new 
penal system, and by a revision 
of court procedure. It is a pro- 
gram that represents a distinctly 
new interest for sheriffs. 

As Mr. DeVine has pointed out 
time and again, the abolition of 
the fee system would not alone 
cure the ills of the Virginia jail 
system. One Virginia city and two 
counties that are paying the city 
sergeant and two sheriffs a flat 
salary, are continuing to appro- 
priate the fees "made and pro- 
vided" for the care and feeding 
of prisoners. If there is any sur- 
plus left after paying the sheriff 
or the city sergeant his "flat sal- 
ary," it goes Into the general fund 
of the local treasury. Thus the 
jail continues to be a "business 
institution" of the community. 
What Mr. DeVine advocates, 
therefore, is not only the abolition 
of the fee system, but the aban- 
donment of the jail, except as a 
place for the temporary deten- 
tion of prisoners, and the estab- 
lishment of regional prison farms 
for sentenced misdemeanants. Un- 
der this proposed plan, to which 
the Virginia Jail Commission has 
given approval, the entire jail 
system would be under State con- 
trol. 

Approximately half the people 
in jail in Virginia at the present 
time are awaiting trial. If the cir- 
cuit court of the county in which 
the prisoner is in jail does not 
happen to meet for three months, 
the prisoner spends three months 
in jail. Mr. DeVine would cure this 
situation by extending in practice, 
the principle of bail and recogni 



rings. But Mr. DeVine has shown 
that over half of the present jail 
population of the State consists 
of "repeaters," and so many would 
not return to jail If they could 
not lead an easy, Idle life. 

Now that the sheriffs have had 
their feast of reason, all those 
taxpayers who have labored and 
been heavy laden, may lift up 
their heads. The era of Virginia's 
reformation from some of her 
worst crimes of punishment, is 
near at hand.

Prom this time on, as the ward 
of a wealthy gentlewoman and 
the favorite of a queen beloved by 
the English people, Christopher 
enjoys a novel security. He grows 
older, and is sent to the court of 
a German duke (whose duchess is 
sister to the English king) for 
polish. Here he learns the secret 
of his birth, and spends his leis- 
ure hours cultivating the careless 
signature befitting a personage of 
royal blood, until his ingenuous 
delight is overcast by the dread- 
ful probability that his origins are 
obscure by something infinitely 
worse than illegitimacy. 

Harassed by this appalling 
knowledge, Christopher seeks to 
escape has past completely. He 
roams the world, aimless and 
frustrated, till he gets the wind 
of a plot to bar the accession of 
his little royal cousin, the Princess 
Victoria. Fired with the resolution 
to free Victoria's future from the 
family curse which has dogged 
him, Christopher sets out again 
on his travels, following threads 
of intrigue, worming himself in- 
to the confidence of conspirators, 
amassing evidence. 

As the ramifications of this as- 
tounding treason are discovered, 
the narrative gathers force and 
strength, moves powerfully on to 
a thrilling conclusion. Christopher 
himself faces a series of revela- 
tions concerning his own origins, 
revelations which place in a 
searching light the degeneracy of 
the reigning family which was to 
be redeemed by the irreproach- 
able Victoria. 

This novel presents a realistic 
picture of Its period. An exhilarat- 
ing forcefulness and vividness of 
treatment are coupled .with an un- 
obtrusive thoroughness of con- 
struction to lay bare in all its 
squalor the depravity of an era. 
In the days of the later Georges, 
England has turned from the pol- 
ished, calculated immorality of 
the eighteenth century to an aim- 
less amorality, in which it 
floundered until the reign of Vic- 
toria (with all Its shortcomings) 
set up the standards of a new If 
uninspiring decency. Into this fet- 
id milieu Mr. Wllktns has plunged; 
but he has emerged triumphant 
with an historical document of 
exceptional excellence and dram- 
atic fire. 



Victoria" strikes a fresh and clear 
note. With this as an Initial ef- 
fort, Mr. Wilkins has, we hope, 
embarked on a significant and 
fruitful pilgrimage through the 
byways of historical romance. 

It is rather startling to be re 
ferred to as "secesh" by a North 
ern woman, even If it happens to 
be in old letters written Immedia- 
tely after Gettysburg; and to real- 
ize that the Yankees, in those 
troubled times, felt as strongly 
about us as we did about them. 
This last is the strongest single 
Impression that one may get from 
the letters of Cornelia Hancock, 
who followed the Army to the 
Potomac Into Virginia territory. 
The letters shed little other light, 
for their writer was evidently too 
fatigued with the care of the 
wounded— hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of them— to think of broad- 
er aspects or of individual feel- 
ings. "South after Gettysburg", 
as this slight volume edited by 
Henrietta S. Jaquette is called, 
adds still another chapter to the 
horrors of war. 

"Virginia, the Old Dominion," 
the first Virginia history complete 
in one volume, has recently been 
published. It would be futile to 
attempt to reproduce here the 
many good things that critics have 
said about the book. The colonial 
period Is said to be exceptionally 
interesting and valuable; scarcely 
less so the affairs of the Interim 
until 1001. This book was made 
possible through the formation of 
the Virginia History Committee, 
from which we hear the following 
bit concerning Its author, Mat- 
thew Page Andrews: " . . Dr. An- 
drews Is more a Virginian than he 
is a Baltlmorean. He was born 
hi the Valley of Virginia, even 
though across the line in Jeffer- 
son County, West Virginia?' 

A novel presents a section of 
the South that is dying, that Is 
better dead, and yet of which 
some pathetic remnant lingers on. 
This Is the mulatto civilisation of 
old Louisiana, where the people 
were once respected slaveholders, 
a race apart from the French and 
blacks whose blood flowed in their 
veins. In the story these "Children 
of Strangers" make their last 
stand In the person of Famie VI- 
dal, whose white Mood calls out 
for one thing, and who goes black 
for the sake of her son. Lyle Sax- 
on has written here a powerful 
and moving tale whose characters 
are strangely real.

Held In Virginia Will Be 
Held In Richmond.

Stimulated by encouraging re- 
ports auguring a representative 
attendance from all sections of 
the State, official in charge of 
arrangements for the Virginia 
State Preaching Mission, which 
will hold a four-day session at 
the Mosque, in Richmond, Nov- 
ember 4-7, are accelerating their 
efforts to complete a full and- var- 
ied program which will insure suc- 
cess of the event, the first of its 
kind ever to be held in Virginia. 

Dr. J. Manning Potts, presiding 
elder of the Richmond District, 
Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, chairman of the State com- 
mittee, estimated that in excess 
of 2,000 ministers and laymen 
from all sections of Virginia are 
expected to attend the sessions, 
at which time prominent leaders 
in the church, both in America 
and Great Britain, will speak on 
programs to be presented both 
during the day and at night. 
Program Planned 

Recognizing the possibilities 
for stimulating the moral and 
spiritual Hfe in Virginia communi- 
ties as a result of the four-day 
session in Richmond, members of 
the State committee are bending 
their efforts toward formulating an 
excellent program embracing all 
phases of religious work in sup- 
port of the distinguished speakers 
who will appear. Special emphasis 
is being laid on a State-wide youth 
conference to be held concomi- 
tantly with the Mission. 

Accentuating primarily the re- 
vival of modern religion, the pur- 
poses of the Preaching Mission are 
to encourage the ministry of the 
church; to restore evangelism to 
its place in church life; to train 
laymen for personal evangelism; 
to emphasize the essential unity 
of all communions; to resolve the 
division between personal and so- 
cial gospel; to promote closer co- 
operation between the church and 
organized labor; to promulgate 
Christianity in schools and col- 
leges; to challenge the church to 
a fresh sacrificial endeavour, and 
to stress the sufficiency of Christ 
for modem life.

Shimmering Hat for Beach Wear 




IT'S "Cellophane" to the sea, this 
summer, In high beach fasnfms 
-and the nice thing about It la 
that this shimmering, flattering 
9pen-crown beach hat Is easy to 
make. It is shown here against a 
sleek Jet black bathing suit made 
of "Acele"— an acetate rayon much 
featured In smart beach wear. 

The bat Is made from two rolls 
of lampshade winding tape of the 
clear transparent film. Here are 
directions for slse 22" which 
can be easily adjusted If neces- 
sary: Cut a cardboard band 1" a 
22" for a form, bend It Into an oval 
ring, 1" smaller than headslse, and 
secure with traassdrent Scotch 
tape. Place In center of a large 
piece of cardboard, and fasten with 
this tape. 

N«w crinkle a roll of lampshade 
winding tape by pulling through 
a Dennlson crepe paper twister, » r 
the hale of a button, and cut 18 
strips IS" long. 

Then crinkle the second roll, 
about two yards at a time. Do not 
cut. Measure 9" from end and II" 
from end. Tie these two pouts to- 
gether, making a 22" ring. Place 
ring around oval cardboard with 
knot at back. Double the IS strips, 
slip them side by side ever the 



ring and pull ends even. Weave 
uncut end of tape In rows over 
and unier each spoke. The 9" 
length left from the ring forms an 
odd spoke to make the weaving 
come right When brim la hW 
wide, cut the nun, leave a 6" end 
and weave Into previous row. Wire 
edge and start finishing at back of 
brim. Alternate strips under last 
row are folded up over brim and 
wire. Skip 2 rows and weave end 
under third row and over the nest 
until strip Is used up. Reverse brim 
and follow same procedure. 

For crown, cut 7 strips of crink- 
led film 18" long and double. At 
center front of headslse Insert an 
end of a strip In fold between spokes 
and pull ends even. Insert a strip 
on either slds of double strip. 
Measure 1%" from center back 
and insert a atrip la told, and an- 
other beside It. Repeat on the other 
side. Wire ends together at top, 
making small pompon..

At the headquarters of the Vir- 
ginia Tuberculosis Association, 
which will be host to the confer- 
ence delegates, it was said that 
plans are being made to accom- 
modate about 500 visitors. They 
will come not onjy from the Old 
Dominion but from all of the 
thirteen Southern States. 

Prominent Speakers 

Many prominent authorities on 
tuberculosis and allied subjects 
will be on the speakers' program, 
according to Dr. Johns. Promin- 
ent among them will W Professor 



Duncan Clark Hyde, associate pro- 
fessor of economics. University of 
Virginia, who will discuss the "Ec- 
onomic Cost of Tuberculosis in 
the South." Miss Jane Roey, dir- 
ector of the Bureau of Public As- 
sistance, Social Security Board, 
Washington, will speak on "Social 
Security Program in Relation to 
Tuberculosis Control." 

This will be the first time the 
Conference has met In Virginia, 
and local members of the medical 
profession characterize the gath- 
ering as one of, the most import- 
ant events in the State's medical 
history.

Twenty-four hours driving time 
from New York to San Prancisco 
in I960, is the prediction made 
this week by Norman Bel Geddes, 
famous planner of the future. 
Automobiles wilt be driven at con- 
stant sp e e d s of b e tween 100 and 
150 miles per hour-r*but not, how- 
ever, until death hazards from 
high speed driving have been re- 
moved by an intelligently planned 
highway system, he said. 

"The country is still only in the 
transition from the days of horse- 
drawn buggies to an eta of auto- 
mobile transport. Thirty years ago 
we all would have been horrified 
at the thought of driving our cars 
fifty mites an hour. Today we 
think nothing of it. And the only 
reason we don't go faster is be- 
cause of the safety factor," he 
said. 

Prayer Handniix Needed 

"This problem arises from the 
present system of streets and 
roads planned before the automo- 
bile came along. The country is 
just becoming aware of the im- 
portance of providing for intelli- 
gent handling of traffic in our 
cities, towns and open country. 
But we must go farther than that 
We must plan now for a network 
of arterial, high-speed roads from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, from 
Canada to the Gulf." 

Mr. Oeddes recently has plan- 
ned and built a model of a "city 
of the future" which has a sys- 
tem of high-speed express traffic 
boulevards, enabling concentrated, 
mid-town traffic to move safely 
at 50 miles an hour right through 
the heart of town. ^ 

Intersections Eliminated 

There are no stops on these 
boulevards. Where the express 
routes meet, one passes over the 
other, eliminating intersections 
which have been termed the maj- 
or cause of today's traffic conges- 
tion. Sidewalks have been elevat- 
ed, so that there Is no mixing of 
pedestrian and vehicular traffic. 

The boulevards are connected 
by turn-offs so that cars may get 
from one to another without hav- 
ing to cross the traffic stream. 

These express routes are super- 
imposed like a giant grid over 
the streets for local traffic. There 
Is an express boulevard every ten 
blocks and local traffic feeds up 
to them by means of ramps. This 
system is designed to eliminate 
today's stop-and-go driving con- 
ditions which are the acknowledg- ' 
ed causes of congestion and acci- 
dents. 

"This model," said Mr. Oeddes, 
"is the first step in a traffic plan 
that must be applied nationally 
if we are to gain the ultimate 
goal of the automobile— safe, 
high-speed travel."

Only a few days ago, the news- 
papers carried a story about a 
man who had made a 17,000-mile 
motor trip without once blowing 
his horn. This driver emphasised 
the point that he handled his car 
in such a way as to obviate the 
need of warning signals at any 
time. And in spite of the fact 
that all cars have horns as stand- 
ard equipment today, his example 
is one which the average motorist 
could profitably study and heed. 

Driving, under the traffic con- 
ditions which prevail in most 
places today, is a job which re- 
quires the undivided attention of 
the man or woman at the wheel. 
The modem car is built to re- 
spond quickly to the various con- 
trols; but the controls themselves 
still have to be operated by hu- 
man agency, and it is Just as vi- 
tal as It ever was that the driver 
concentrate on driving. He can do 
this best If he maintains a calm 
state of mind. And it is hard to 
remain calm and cool when horns 
are screeching on all sides. 
Over-use of Horns 

There can be no denial that the 
over-use of horns runs counter to 
the interests of safety. For one 
thing, it is far-from-soothing in- 
fluence. It tends to confuse and 
hurry traffic. It reflects the im- 
patience of the horn-tooter, and 
communicates that impatience to 
others. Startled by the sound of 
a horn at close quarters, a motor- 
ist will frequently pull over too 
suddenly, endangering fns own car 
and others. Or If he reacts in the 
other of the two most common 
ways and gets angry, he will prob- 
ably refuse to get over at all, and 
you have one of those private 
feuds which often lead to "cut- 
ting-around", and frequently and 
in mishaps. 

I have seen a driver, rushed by 
an insistent horn behind him, poll 



out into heavy traffic without 
proper wait, and damage his own 
car and another, while the horn- 
blower took advantage of the con- 
fusion and went his merry way. 
And almost everybody has seen 
a driver, stanled by a blast from 
the rear, swerve so suddenly as 
to endanger^ntuself and others 
as well. 

Re'*.<inC Urged 
Proper use of the horn would 
probably be more general, if every 
driver would remember that oth- 
ers on the streets naturally Judge 
h ?n - gely by ttu. way he drives, 
..nd n-.eclally by hit horn tech- 
nique, since t*at comes forcibly 
to their attention via the ear. The 
use of a warning signal when a- 
bout to pass is legal and proper; 
but there is no reason why It 
bhouid be an insirtant, ear-split- 
ting blast than soys; "D*, of my 
way! Here I come." Neither is 
there justi^cation for ttat other 
practice, prevalent in some sec- 
tions, of leaning hard on the horn 
button when she lights change 



from red to green, to hasten the 
starting of the cars up In front. 
The horn Is a useful accessory, 
and one that should be kept in 
order. Whether or not it makes 
its full contribution to the safety 
and pleasure of driving depends 
upon the restraint and judgment 
with which it is used. 



consumers. Virginia has large ho- 
tels but no one has estimated the 
number of boarding houses and 
those who have paying guests who 
are dependent on transients.

Many states are doing much to 
attract the tourist by building a 
network of beautiful wide park- 
ways such as the Mount Vernon 
Parkway, tourists rests, picnic 
grounds, and camp sites to attract 
the motorist. These parkways 
make motoring safe, beautiful and 
safe from annoyance. It is in the 
power of the citizens of our state 
to do likewise. Our roads are rap- 
idly becoming modernized but 
with the new roads comes an ever 
increasing amount of unsightly 
billboards. 

34,000 Billboards 

In a recent survey made by the 
Associated Clubs of over 6,000 
miles of primary roads there were 
34,000 billboards. Or if you motor 
at 40 miles per hour you will see 
a billboard every 20 seconds. Bill- 
boards are only erected on much 
travelled roads. They advertise 
their wares to the greatest num- 
ber of passersby. They attract the 
eye of the tourist and distract his 
attention, thereby causing many 
fatal accidents. 

In 1930 about 12,000 motor ac- 
cidents were reported to the com- 
missioner of Motor Vehicles of 
which nearly 000 were fatal. If 
the billboard industry continues 
unrestricted, the beautiful land-

OIL MEN STATE 
ASSEMBLY AIMS 

Reduction In State Gasoline 
Tax Objective Of Virginia 
Committee. 

The program of the Virginia 
Petroleum Industries Committee 
was announced this week by E. 
A. Kyhn, secretary of the organi- 
zation, after approval by the State 
Committee at a meeting held in 
Richmond late last month. Copies 
are being forwarded all oil men 
in the State, as well as members 
and candidates for the General 
Assembly. 

Highway Commissioner Shirley's 
suggestion of a constitutional 
amendment preventing diversion is 
heartily endorsed by the oil men, 
this proposal occupying first place 
on the program. Pointing out that 
the gasoline tax and registration 
fees were enacted to finance roads, 
the Committee views with concern 
the trends in the Nation and State 
toward diversion and "insists that 
if Virginia is to keep abreast of 
highway progress in other states 
all automotive revenue be used 
only for roads." 

A reduction of one cent a gal- 
lon in the State gasoline tax is 
suggested on the grounds that this 
is a sales tax of 40 per cent; that 
a reduction will stimulate the use 
of motor vehicles, especially by 
the average motorist; and that be- 
cause of an increase in revenue 
"the state can reduce the gasoline 
tax and its collections will still 
be higher than the boom of 1929." 

The levying of punitive taxes 
and burdensome restrictions by 
municipalities on out-of-town 
commercial vehicles is condemned 
as "costly, unfair and economically 
unsound." 

Continued assistance is promis- 
ed State authorities in collecting 
the gasoline tax 100 per cent and 
in combatting evasion. Opposition 
Is again expressed to the federal 
excise taxes on gasoline and lubri- 
cating oil, which are termed "de- 
pression taxes," and activity call- 
ed forth to eliminate them. 



About 20 per cent of all high- 
way/ grade crossing accidents on 
the Norfolk and Western Railway 
last year were due to automobiles ' 
being driven into the sides of | 
trams, the railroad said in a state- 
ment today which appealed to the 
automobile driver to do his part 
in preventing crossing accidents." 

"Incredible as it may seem", the 
statement says, "132 automobile 
drivers last year drove through 
and broke down crossing gates 
which had been lowered for their 
protection." 

Warnings Disregarded 

A recent check at a number of 
protected crossings on the N. Si 
W. revealed, according to the 
statement, "that the total number 
of automobile drivers who arrived 
at crossings after the warning sig- 
nals had begun to operate and 
before the trains had reached the 
crossings, 61 per cent continued 
across the tracks in utter disre- 
gard of the warnings. In practical- 
ly every case the attitude and con- 
duct of the driver indicated a 
full consciousness of the signal 
warning and its purpose." 

Declaring that the railroads are 
doing their part to solve this ser- 
ious problem, the railway said.

HOTELS PLANNED 
FOR BEACH AREA 

Thirty-fourth and Thirty- 
fifth Streets May Be Scene 
Of Building Activity. 




At least two new hotels will be 
erected at Virginia Beach in the 
near future, according to inform- 
ation gleaned this week from lo- 
cal real estate offices. In addition, 
it was learned on good authority, 
another ocean front hotel and a 
modern apartment house may be 
constructed within the next year 
if present plans materialize. 

Charles B. Oay, formerly of 
Norfolk and now associated with 
the Lafayette Hotel Corporation 
of Washington, D. C, as vice- 
president and general manager, 
has purchased the southwest cor- 
ner of Thirty-fifth street and At- 
lantic Avenue from the Sea Pines 
Improvement Corporation, diag- 
onally across the street from the 
new Hotel Warner. Although au- 
thority for the report could not 
be secured this week, it is under- 
stood that a modern, fireproof 
hotel to cost not less than $100,000 
would be constructed on the site 
and would be ready for operation 
next fall. 

Cooke Plans Hotel 

Directly across the street from 
the Hotel Warner, on the south- 
west corner of Thirty-fourth 
Street and Ocean Avenue, anoth- 
er hotel will shortly be constructed 
by J. Allah Cooke, operator of 
the Qreehwood, located, on the 
ocean front at Twentieth street, 
for the past several years. Sale 
of this site, north of Seaside Park. 
was consummated several weeks 
ago and the deed put to record 
in the court house. 

It has been reported that Mr. 
Cooke would build his new hotel 
either this fall or in time for 
opening In the spring of 1838.

The new fire station for Vir-

Smith as the proper location for 
the municipal development pre- 
viously proposed by the zoning 
commission. Whether or not the 
completed proposal would be en- 
tertalned by the councilmen at a 
later date could not be ascertain- 
ed, but it is the general belief 
that steps will be taken in the 
near future to acquire the entire 
property. 

Holland Proposal Rejected 

Mr. Holland's proposal called 
for the purchase of the Twenty- 
first Street property for the sum 
of $3,000 in cash or, as a counter- 
proposal, he offered to trade the 
location for the present Are sta- 
tion on Twenty-fourth Street and 
$1,250 in cash. At the last meet- 
ing held by the Council, tentative} 
agreement had been given to thsf 
Holland offer, but this was with- 
drawn at Wednesday night* ses- 
sion.

Fashionable society is based up- 
on a happy conjunction of wealth 
and family. Wealth anybody can 
get; but one has family only when 
one's forebears have had wealth 
for at least several generations. 
It is therefore wrong to regard 
Society— spelled with a capital 
"S"— merely as a game. It is a 
vocation based on something akin 
to the doctrine of the^divine right 
of kings. 

Dixon Wecter is not guilty of 
lese majeste in having written 
"The Saga of American Society", 
which deals with Society with a 
very large capital letter indeed. 
Mr. Wecter makes no attempt to 
say what American Society is, but 
satisfies himself with describing- 
tongue In cheek, it is true-\its in- 
trigues and history-making enter- 
tainments. As a result, his book is 
in every way readable; it is gen- 
erally informing and quite often 
wonderfully amusing; it doesn't 
stop to theorize; and only once is 
there anything approximating a 
"justification" of the set is de- 
scribes. 

The book is filled with excellent 
anecdotes and is well illustrated 
chiefly with Charles Dana Oib- 
son'i cartoons that came out in 
the old Life 
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iome 
generous tiebunklni of the pre- 
sentations of our Fiist Families. 
But farther than that the book 



does not go. 

It is futile to argue that Mr. 
Wecter should have amplified the 
scope of his book to include what 
he obviously meant to exclude. 
Yet a thoughtful reader cannot 
but feel that the book does not 
honestly attempt to answer the 
questions which it actually raises. 
The important role played by 
the upper classes in the American 
revolution was continued during 
the period of constitution-making 
and was strengthened while 
Washington was President. But 
the radical Mr. Jefferson cared 
little for "polite society"; the so- 
cial aspirant chafed under his 
presidency. With the arrival of 
the rabble-rouser Jackson In the 
White House, the rout of the 
social-minded was complete.

If 
this is a true portrait, then Mr. 
v.' L'ter has merely waSeswearch 
into 'the quaint antics of a r.seless 
and « jiteful gtoup. 
To plead tliat Society add the 



"The Anointed" by Clyde Brion 
Davis is one of those novels that 
you cannot say much about be- 
cause it is really good, and yet 
there is so little that you can stick 
your teeth into. It is about a sail- 
or who wishes to find out the why 
of things; and who proceeds with 
the same naivete of Lenny in "Of 
Mice and Men". Only this sailor 
is nobody's fool; anyone who can 
make a science of, rolling dice is 
not a fool. We leave the sailor 
studying grammar hard, because 
the bespectacled girl he is to 
marry says that's how to find out 
"why". There's a whole lot about 
life in this book, which one can 
accept or not as he choses. 

To say anything good about 
Vaughari Wilkins* "And So— Vic- 
toria" is apparently to stick your 
neck out.

On Old-Age Pensions

Virginia Beach, Va. 

Dear Sir: 

In re the 'Paid Advertisement' 
which appeared in your paper for 
the week of July 31st I feel that 
the statement referring to State 
Old Age Pensions is very mislead- 
ing to the old folks inasmuch as 
it would lead them to believe that 
all those 65 years of age or over 
would immediately receive a State 
Pension when the^State of Vir- 
ginia passes this law. 

The Social Security Act provid- 
ed Old Age Pensions < properly 
called Old Age Benefits under this 
act) only to those who pay for 
them, and the amount of the 
monthly benefit depends entirely 
upon the recipient's earnings from 
January 1, 1937 to the time he or 
she becomes 65, this is entirely 
Federal; the State's provision for 
the aged under this act (called 
Old Age Assistance) is only for 
those who are 65 years of age 
or over and who are actually in 
need of assistance. 

The purpose of this letter is to 
save from disappointment those 
who might expect to get this Old 
Age Assistance automatically if, 
as and when this bill should be 
passed in Virginia.

Alabama to aid in the establish- 
ment of the new Alabama State 
Chamber of Commerce! Mr. Kemp 
will return to his desk August 21. 
& In making the announcement, 
Jay W. Johns, of Ash Lawn, 
Charlottesville, president of the 
Virginia State Chamber of Corn- 
mere;, stated that cooperation 
with Alabama is being extended 
by the State Chamber to build 
good will in the deep South and 
to lay the foundation for further 
cooperation between the Southern 
states in the future on their mu- 
tual problems. The Alabama or- 
ganization will be patterned to 
some extent along the lines of 
the Virginia organization. 

Native of Alabama 

Mr. Kemp is a native of Alaba- 
ma, but has lived in Virginia for 
the last twenty years. His work. 
Mr. Johns said, will consist of 
perfecting details of organization 
along the lines of the Virginia 
body. This is the second time 
within a year that the State 
Chamber has been called upon to 
aid in the building of a new State 
Chamber, Mr. Kemp having aided 
in the organization of the West 
Virginia body in January. 

Benjamin Russell, president of 
the newly formed Alabama or- 
ganization, states that the newly 
organized program is to "supple- 
ment Farm with Factory." " 

Seek State Development 

"Alabama," he wrote, in re- 
questing the aid of the Virginia 
organization, "is marketing en- 
tirely too much of its natural. re- 
sources and of its agricultural 
products in their raw or natural 
condition. To correct this situa- 
tion it is the purpose of the direc- 
torate of this organization to cre- 
ate more processing and refining 
of our iron and coal and other 
minerals and our farm products, 
put them in condition for the 
merchants, shelves, ready for con- 
sume: use, and in this way create 
employment for many who are 
now engaged in agriculture, 
changing these from low income 
and low buying power to more 
income, more buying power 
groups." 

The Alabama objective includes 
a survey of the resources of the 
67 counties of the state and de- 
termination of the kind and 
character of factory best suited 
for each county. Alabama plans 
to "go slow" and develop a sound 
proven policy before going too far.

More money for the prevention, 
control and cure of tuberculosis 
was made available this year from 
the sale of Christmas Seals than 
ever before 'in the State's, his- 
tory, figures released yesterday by 
the Virginia Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion revealed. 

Income from last season's sales, 
based on reports from all city and 
county branches, so far has reach- 
ed \ total of $91,888, an all-time 
high Tor the thirty years since 
Christmas Seals were introduced. 
The previous record was set in 
1930. when $80,600 was received. 
Total sales in 1936 reached $78,- 
000. 

Gratifying Record 

Miss Leslie Combs Foster, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the State Tu- 
berculosis Association, said that 
this record was gratifying, but 
pointed out that the problem of 
eradicating tuberculosis is far 
from solved. "While we have 
reduced the death rate from tu- 
berculosis about one-half in thirty 
years," she explained, "there are 
today about 20,000 Virginians af- 
flicted by this disease. Nearly 2,- 
000 of our people died from this 
cause last year, so we still have a 
fight on our hands and our need 
for funds is as great as ever." 

Under the terms of its agree- 
ment with the city and county 
tuberculosis units, the Associa- 
tion has distributed the income 
from the Seal Sales as follows: 
Bonus to local tuberculosis com- 
mittees and associations, $9,566 in 
addition to Che distribution of 
the general fund of $58,800 (a to- 
tal of $68,388) for local work in 
all parts of the State; retained by 
the State Association $18,850, and 
$4,600 allocated to the National 
Tuberculosis Association. 

The bonuses which are paid the 
local groups for developing certain 
features of a tuberculosis program 
in -their communities, will be used 
for the following work: Paying 
board of ino.gent patients, nurs- 
ing Jsermce, tuberculin tests of 
high school graduates, purchase of 
necessities for patients, X-ray ex- 
aminations, special work among 
Negroes, nutrition work and 
pneumothorax treatments for in- 
digent patients.

Again, authority 
for the statement is lacking, but 
it is understood that the 180>foot 
location win change hands in the 
near future and will be utilized for 
hotel purposes. The success which 
has attended the Hotel Warner's 
first season, a spokesman for a 
local real estate firm said yester- 
day, has cleared the way for in- 
creased activity to this immediate 
section, and several prospective 
purchasers are dickering for the 
available lots on Ocean Avenue. 

Still another rumor is to the 
effect that the old bathhouse build- 
ing on the Seaside Park property, 
utilized last year by the manage- 
ment of the short-lived Frolics 
Club, will be remodeled into a 
modern, two-story, all-year apart- 
ment dwelling. Plans for the re- 
modeling of the structure, it was 
stated, have been made and are 
now in the hands of a Norfolk 
contractor. 

In the meantime, non-commer- 
cial building continues at the 
pace set at the close of the 1936 
season. Not less than twenty 
homes in scattered sections of the 
town are now under construction, 
and contractors are anticipating 
the greatest period of building ac- 
tivity during the coming fall and 
winter seasons that the Beach has 
ever seen.

Virginia is at the very bottom of 
a list of twenty-five states and 
agencies recenty surveyed to de- 
termine the amount of money 
they are spending for tourist pro- 
motion, Mr. Hall pointed out. 

While Virginia is spending a 
"mere bagatelle" for tourist pro- 
motion, her leaders in 1936 esti- 
mated the value of her tourist 
business at $150,000,000, and only 
four other states— Wisconsin, 
New York, Michigan and Californ- 
ia—had estimates ahead of Vir- 
ginia. 

"We know that the genera] pub- 
lic feels that it is but customary 
for governmental agencies to ask 
for increased appropriations," he 
said. "Frankly, I wish the com- 
mission could conscientiously ask 
the General Assembly for a re- 
duction to the appropriation for 
advertisisng and publicity, and in 
all sincerity we would follow this 
course if we thought it was for 
the best interests of Virginia . " 

Held Goad Investment 

He characterised money wisely 
expended on tourist promotion 
•ctJvitieB as "an investment from 
which high returns come" bene- 
fitting every type of Industry and 
business. 

The Conservation Commission 
Chairman noted that some states 
with far less tourist attractions 
4han Virginia are spending two, 
three, and sometimes four times 
a* much to advertise their re 
sources than Virginia. 

"When we consider the possibil- 
ities of Virginia from a tourist 
standpoint.with Ms beautiful Shen- 
andoah National Park, the match- 
less Skyline Drive, with Restored 
Williamsburg, the Colonial Na- 
tional Park, the National Battle, 
field Parks, togther with our six 
state parks, to say nothing of Vir- 
ginia's many and varied historic 
shrines, constituting as they do 
the very cradle of American de- 
mocracy, Virginia can well afford 
to rest its future prosperity upon 
• broad, tourist promotion pro- 
gram, adequately financed," 
said in conclusion.

Virginia municipal bonds bought 
by the Public Works Administra- 
tion and sold through PWA's 
"broker", the Reconstruction Fin- 
ance Corporation, have yielded a 
premium of $209,386.93. The aver- 
age selling price per $1000 of 
bonds sold by the Reconstruction 
Finance Co rporation was $1,044.- 
07. The Public Works Administra- 
tion has purchased a total of $7,- 
449.000 of Virginia municipal 
bonds. It has sold bonds with a 
par value of $6,740,000 to the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
and retired or cancelled or sold 
to others than the RFC $383,824 
worth of bonds, leaving bonds in 
the PWA portfolio with a par 
value of $325,176. Bonds now held 
in the hands of the RFC for sale 
amount to $2,001,000. 

A report to Administrator Har- 
old L. Ickes by Charles J. Maxcy, 
Chief Accountant, revealed that 
the Federal Government had 
profited $11,326,385 through the 
sale of bonds accepted as security 
for Public Works Administration 
loans to municipalities. 

Other Funds 

This is in addition to the $20,- 
648,798 turned into the Federal 
Treasury as interest collected 
from the borrowing cities, states, 
and counties which volunteered to 
build permanent and useful pub- 
lic works to create jobs at the 
site of construction as well as "be- 
hind the lines." 

The "new high" in PWA bond 
sales profits resulted largely from 
the consummation of the contract 
whereby the firm of Dillon, Read 
and Company of New York City 
purchased the balance of bonds 
of the Triborough Bridge Author- 
ity through the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, which acts 
as PWA's broker. The New York 
brokers purchased $28,000,000 
worth of bonds at 103, making a 
proflit to the Federal Government 
on that transaction alone of $840 - 
000. 

Through July 27, 1987, the 
Public Works Administration had 
purchased a total of $642,589,596 
hi municipal bonds. It had placed 
bonds with the par value of $488,- 
813,509 with the RFC and retired 
or sold or cancelled $14,693,343 
worth of bonds, leaving bonds on 
hand with a par value of $128,- 
082,743.

One of the greatest obstacles to the improvement of county gov- 
ernment is the indifference of the peoflle^of the several counties to- 
wards the inadequacies of their looal government and the oppor- 
tunities for its improvement. Apparently the average county resi- 
dent is less interested in the government of hjs county than jn-wther 
the state or national government. The^esult is that he frequently has 
little or no knowledge of the manner iir Which his county govern- 
ment is operating. Of course, it is also true that the difficulty of 
acquririg information has bred indifference; so that cause and 
effect are to some extent interchangeable in this connection. 

The Virginia Commission on County Government said in its 
report of December, 1931, "If the principle of local self-government 
is to be pieserved in Virginia, it must be through the efforts of an 
interested and informed rural citizenship." Happily, there is some 
evdence of growth onthe part of the citizenry in both interests and 
knowledge, but muclTremains to be done. It would seem that the 
best way to promote these ends is through the organized efforts of 
interested and informed leaders in the several counties. 

It is not enough to organize citizens' leagues for the purpose of 
effecting a change in the form of county government. The citizen 
organization must be maintained and reinvigorated if the new gov- 
ment is to reach its maximum of success. Incidentally, it is probably 
no exaggeration to say that there is greater need for a citizens' 
league in Albemarle and Henrico today than ever before. There are 
two good reasons for this: In the first place, it is possible for such 
an organization to accomplish more, since the local government, 
through the change, has been brought closer to the citizenry. In 
the second place, the experience of the cities of the United States 
with the city manager plan affords ample warning that a strong or- 
ganization of alert, disinterested and competently led citizens is 
necessary to ward off the almost certain attacks of professional poli- 
ticians bent upon restoring the old order. 



Hope that the 1938 convention 
of tihe Virginia Department of 
the American Legion will be held 
at Virginia Beach is running high 
among those who will serve as 
delegates to this year's session at 
Danville next week.

A second major obstacle to the improvement of county govern- 
ment is to be found in a false sense of economy which measures 
all progress by the size of the tax bill. Many rural citizens believe that 
that county government is best which can bring about the greatest 
.Seduction in their annual tax bill by doing the best job of budget 
slashing, however indiscriminate. This feeling is neither inherent 
nor inevitable on the part of rural taxpayers. It results,^ believe, 
largely from two well known and closely related facts. First, the 
tax bill of the average rural taxpayer goes wholly or largely to the 
county or to the magisterial district in which he lives. Relatively 
few pay any taxes directly to the state. Secondly, past experience 
with very inefficient county administration has led the rural tax- 
payer to think that he cannot expect a large return on his tax dol- 
lar in the form of positive governmental services. Thus he con- 
cludes that tax reduction constitutes the only substantial improve- 
ment in county government. ^ 

Of course he does not hope for any substantial reduction in 
taxes under the traditional system of county government, but his 
natural resistance to change prevents his voting for any new system 
that does not promise such a reduction. Now the truth is that honest 
advocates of better county government in Virginia cannot promise 
that the adoption of the manager plan or the executive plan, or 
even the consolidation of counties, will result in a great reduction 
of local governmental costs generally. It is true that substantial re- 
ductions in overhead administration can be effected, as witness the 
experience of Albemarle and Henrico; but an efficient county gov- 
ernment will spend more, not less, on such important local functions 
as public education, public health and public welfare. 

But we have indicated that the sin of the tax bill alone is a false 
measure of economy. It would seem a matter of elementary arithme- 
tic to suggest that the positive governmental services rendered in 
return far the tax dollar should be given primary consideration. It 
was largely through the application of this false conception of econ- 
omy under the influence of some professional politicians and mis- 
guided taxpayers that we witnessed in many counties during the 
recent depression years a blind, indiscriminate slashing of essential 
government services with no effort whatever made to elimlniate 
waste resulting from an obsolete and inefficient governmental or- 
ganisation. 

This was doubtless the easier way but it was not economy; it 
was more nearly governmental suicide. Economy denotes the ex- 



is true economy. Butit is not the Rind of economy that the people 
of the counties have/customarily experienced, and all too frequently 
its destructive opposite has proved to be the more seductive to the 
county taxpayer. Witness the abandonment of the health unit by 
the budget slashers of the above, .county at the depth of the de- 
pression and the absence today/M a local health department in that 
and 55 other Virginia counties; 

Insofar as progress in the adoption of the county manager or 
county executive plan is concerned, perhaps the greatest single ob^ 
tacle is an erroneous concept of popular responsibility held by a re- 
latively large number of people. There is an unreasoning fear that 
the manager or executive plan by vesting greater power in the 
board of supervisors and the management^ executive reduces by 
so much the power of the people tq control their(local government. 
Of course these plans are designed to produce precisely the opposite 
result. 

Responsibility necessarily implies power or authority. It is futile 
to attempt to hold any unit of government responsible for the per- 
formance of an act which it is powerless \o Prevent. Where these are 
to be found in no power there can be no responsibility. It; is equally 
true that where power is scattered and disintegrated responsibility 
will be divided and ineffective. 

Of all units of government 4n the United States, the county 
is generally regarded by students of local government as the most 
irresponsible as well as the most inefficient. No government can be 
said to be truly responsible unless the people are able to exercise 
a fairly continuous and effective control over that government; and 
if popular control is to be effective the means of control must be 
simple. The more complex the control mechanism the less effective 
is the control. In government, as in any other type of organization, 
control can be most effectively exercised if lines of responsibility 
run directly to a single control agency which the people themselves 
can observe and control. 

It will be observed that this is essentially the method of con- 
trol embodied in the county manager plan. Under this plan the 
manager is directly responsible to the elected board of supervisors 
for the efficient and economical adminstration of all the administra- 
tive functions of the county, and the board in turn is responsible 
to the people of the county for general policies pursued and for the 
results achieved or not achieved by the manager and his subor- 
dinates. Thus the people are afforded a more simple and a more"? 
direct means of control over their local government, and that is 
responsible government.

The preceding obstacles to the improvement of county gov- 
ernment and others that might be considered if time permitted, such 
as the position of the county in the party organization and suffrage 
restrictions, are all intimately connected with and overshadowed by 
an all-prevading negative obstacle, namely, the lack of efficient 
leadership. Such leadership is inherent in the very idea of democracy; 
little is ever accomplished without it. For the improvement of coun- 
ty government leadership must rise from the individual county and 
operate on a countywide basis, or it may spring from the ranks of 
those of statewide political reputation and influence. The natural 
leaders on a countywide basis are the officers of the several coun- 
ties, but from this source experience gives little hope of any effec- 
tive leadership except in rare instances. Thus the only hope seems 
to lie in the second possible source of leadership. When a political 
leader of statewide influence puts his mind and energy to this task 
something may happen. # \

For seventeen years Walter 
Duranty has been stationed in 
Russia as foreign correspondent 
for an American newspaper. He 
has learned the Russian langu- 
age, has come to understand the 
Russian people on their own 
terms, and his news dispatches 
have pictured in brilliant fashion 
the shiftmg and developing for- 
tunes of the Union of Soviet Re- 
publics. Recently he added fresh 
sprigs of laurel to his reportorial 
diadem with the publication of "I 
Write as I Please," a thrilling 
story of modern Russian and the 
adventures of a newspaperman! 
in getting that story. 

Consequently the appearance' of at all 
Walter Duranty's first novel, "One 
Life, One Kopeck," Is a first rate 
piece of news; and since the novel 
depicts the Russian revolution. It 
is a book which on the record of 
its author demands attention. All 
this explains the paradox of dis- 
cussing a book which at the same 
time— to put it bluntly— isn't 
quite good enough to deserve even 
that adjective which is the prime 
refuge of the reviewing trade- 
promising. 

"One Life. One Kopeck" has 
proven a proverbial title, a trans, 
lation of a Russian aphorism 
meaning "Life isn't worth a cent 
Unfortunately, the plot of the 
novel is almost equally proverbial. 
It is the story of a young Bol- 
shevik In the days of the World 
War and the first fury of the re- 
volution who is in love with an 
aristocrat, and who is consequent- 
ly torn by the struggle of love 
against honor— a theme that was 
not too new when Dryden was 
cashing in on it two hundred and 
fifty years ago. More immediately, 
this is a Russian (evolution plot 
situation that modem novelists 
have been stripping bare; in fact, 
it formed the basis for another 
such novel which this reviewer 
read scarcely three months ago. 

Ivan Petrovich, a young peas- 
ant, is meted out five yeajs' ex*- 
ile in Siberia for attempting to 
protect his master from the s uql' 
lice in a scandalous brawl which 
brings the aristocrat no more 
than a severe reprimand. This 
awakens Ivan's social conscious- 
ness. His social consciousness is 
further developed by strange ex- 
periences in a Siberian prison 
camp before he kills the com- 
mandant and makes good in his 
escape. 

Wandering in the wilderness 
while thus ripe for conversion. 
Ivan meets a Bolshevik comrade. 
In the meantime the Oreat War 
has broken out, and Ivan enlists 
to learn the discipline of army 
life for the class struggle that is 
coming. When the Russian armies 
begin to ciumble and the triumph 
of the Bolsheviks becomes im- 
minent, he returns to Moscow to 
carry on propaganda among the 
factory workers. After the Reds 
seize power, he is made an army 
commander and careens over the 
Siberian wastes in armored trains 
fighting the White Russians. Many 
times in the course of these di- 
verse adventures his path is cross- 
ed by Nina, the aristocrat whose 
peasant-serf he was in the old 
days, and love flames between 
them. Ivan's gieat dilemma of 
love against honor is not so much 
solved as cancelled finally in an 
abrupt and rather Inconclusive 



culminating chapter. 

Still, on the whole, "One Life, 
One Kopek" is an entertaining 
novel. There is a rarely a slack 
moment as it moves quickly— in. 
deed, almost uneasily — from inci- 
dent to incident. At the same time, 
the book is an ideal illustration 
of the simple fact that no matter 
how much a man knows about 
Russian history, he must likewise 
have mastered a deal of the craft 
of Action before he can write a 
first rate novel of Russian life. 
"One Life, One Kopeck" is more 
like the summary of a long work 
of fiction than a novel in itself. 
It is too full of incidents that 
are never properly developed into 
situations, of characters that fill 
the bill for the convention of the 
plot but never really come alive as 
people. More ironical it is a novel 
that could have been written by 
a man who never set foot in Ri 
sla nor knew Russian character

HAT is said to be the most 
elaborate alarm system ever de- 
veloped is installed in the vaults of 
the new United States mint at San 
Francisco.

When such a signal is picked 
up it calls the operator by sounding 
an alarm bell and flashing warning 
l igh ts.. 



Twenty-three years ago today 
the Panama Canal was thrown 
open to the water borne traffic 
of the world. On August 15, 1914, 
the Panama Railroad Line steam- 
ship Ancon went through the ca- 
nal from Cristobal, on the At- 
lantic side of the Isthmus of Pan- 
ama, to Balboa, the canal's Pacific 
terminal port, with specially in- 
vited guests, among whom were 
scores of the rugged pioneer con- 
struction men, thus recording the 
first official transit of a commer- 
cial vessel and the unofficial open- 
ing Of the waterway to world 
shipping. The journey was made 
that/ day in ten hours without mis- 
hap/ General George W. Goethals, 
whose genius as an engineer and 
administrator had brought the 
canal project to a successful and 
speedy completion, was not aboard 
the S. S. Ancon that day, as he 
preferred to remain ashore in or- 
der to observe more closely the 
workings of the canal, particularly 
its series of locks, as the first com. 
mercial vessel passed through. 

During the past 20 years the 
canal has been closed to traffic 
only a few times and in no in- 
stance over a period longer than 
three or four days' duration. Thus, 
for more than two decades, ex- 
cept for a 2-day closure of the 
canal In November, 1931, there 
has been no serious interruption 
to the constant caravan of great 
ships through the canal from all 
the sea-lanes of the world. 

During the early canal con- 
struction days there were many 
skeptics who were certain that the 
Waterway would never be complet- 
ed. Others, equally pessimistic, 
ted out that in any event 
was no traffic to go through 
the canal and no possibility of 
developing any considerable trade 
to the west coast of South Ameri- 
ca. p ^ 

Why build a canal, it was ask- 
ed, when there was no commercial 
prospects in this part of the 
world? The answers are now 
available. Since the eventful trip 
of the 8, S. Ancon in 1914, 92.000 
ocean-going commercial vessels 
had gone through the Panama 
Canal up to midnight June 30, 
1937. Then, besides, there have 
been hundreds of vessels of the 
navies of the world, and thousands 
of small coastal craft engaged In 
the local banana and cocoanut 
trade. The commercial vessels, as 
measured by Panama Canal rules 
had an aggregate net tonnage of 
499,000,000; paid tolls to the a- 
mount of $406,215,947; and car- 
ried more than 443,000.000 tons 
of cargo through the canal to 
every port of the world. 

During the World War the ca- 
nal received a thorough test and 
entirely fulfilled the government's

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EGG PROSPECTS 
HELD FAVORABLE 

Poultrymen Will Receive 
Higher Prices For Products 
During Fall Months.

Things are "looking up" for the 
poultryman. 

Prices fanners will receive for 
eggs this fall are expected to be 
about the same as they were last 
fall, says County Agent H. W. Oz- 
lin. And egg prices next spring, 
he points out, are likely to be 
higher than they were in the first 
half of this year. 

This outlook for egg prices, Mr. 
Ozlin says, is based on the August 
poultry and egg situation report 
of the U. S. Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics. 

Though storage stocks of eggs 
are unusually large this year, the 
effect of these stocks on egg prices 
this fall is expected to be offset 
at leas: in part by higher pur- 
chasing oowei of consumers. But 
by next spring, he points out, we 
will have fewer layers in farm 
flocks i-.^d tlieiei'o.e smaller sup- 
plies of eggs. The number of young 
chickens on farms on July 1 was 
19 per cent less than a year ear- 
lier. 

Chicken prices this fall are ex- 
pected to be higher than in the 
fall last year. This outlook is bas- 
ed on the small hatchings this 
year and the probability of higher 
incomes of consumers.

success. In that display of brain 
power he proved to be the excep- 
tion rathei than the general rule. 
Brain and body must function as 
a unit to attain and maintain 
vigor, health and individual maxi- 
mum longevity. But. too often, on- 
ly the brain is considered in the 
process, the body being quite for- 
gotten or inexcusably neglected." 
states Dr. I. C. Riggin, State 
Health Commissioner. . 

"Many persons yl«w living as a 
hit-or-miss prop 'tion. Conse- 
quently, they eat anything at any 
time that strikes their fancy (or 
conversely, because of a diet com- 
pley eat too little), sleep sparing- 
ly, excessively use stimulants of 
various kinds, and generally so 
conduct themselves as though per- 
sonal desires, rather than nature's 
basic n^eds. were the controll- 
ing factors In good health and 
long life. 

"When such an attitude of mind 
prevails for a long time, the cum- 
ulative effect for most persons is 
bad and Dame Nature Is likely to 
exact a premature penalty in the 
form of serious disease or a short- 
ened life. 

"On the other hand, thlre are 
numerous persons who take their 
health .entirely too seriously. To be 
over-concerned and unbalanced 
on this subject can have just as 



bad an effect on one's chances for 
long life and vitality as the op- 
„lpo^ite extreme. 

"After all. health is the normal 
state for the average human be- 
ing, and nature will stretch a 
point to maintain it. if given a 
fair chance to do so. It follows 
that, barring actual illness, reas- 
onable control over one's method 
of living usuajly will be all that 
is required. But thf secret to muctt 
of the personal vitality, and even 
material success that is envied 
by so many in others, is the sus- 
tained ability to exeicise this 
reasonable control. It is at this 
point that so many fail. 

"In other words, living is just 
as much an art as is any other 
type of human endeavor. So give 
it the Importance due it, It is not 
only very smart to do so. but pays

In 
a renewed appeal for funds to aid 
m and women impartially, 
American Friends emphasiz- 
that food and supplies shipped 
;h Quaker channels for the 
of children will not be 
for military purposes. Span- 
toh Red Cross officials in both 
Loyalist and Nationalist territory 
pledge free admission and trans- 
portation of goods to be dispens- 
ed by American relief workers. 

The American Red Cross ad- 
riaed its chapters recently on 
Spanish relief with eulogistic re- 
ference to Quaker efforts. Signed 
by Cary T. Grayson, National 
Chairman, the letter stated: "Sev- 
eral chapters have made inquiry 
concerning the work of the Ameri- 
can Friends Service Committee in 
the Spanish situation. The Ameri- 
can Friends, with headquarters in 
Philadelphia, have representatives 
fa Spain and are now seeking con- 
tributions from the public so that 
they may extend their work, par- 
ticularly among children. The 
Friends have engaged in relief 
activities in Europe at various 
times over a period of many years, 
and the American Red Cross has 
had occasion with its own work 
to know of the effective and val- 
anme service they have rendered. 
In the Spanish situation their re- 
set work has been carried on with 
scrupulous impartiality as be- 
tween various factions, with the 
tingle humanitarian purpose of 
serving those in heed." 

Acute Feed Shortage 

With child-feeding already 
started by Friends in Bilbao 
where the basque population has 
been subject to acute privation, 
in Murcia where distress a- 
refugees from Malaga ap- 
famine proportions, 
relief workers now seek 
ch children in other Span- 
cities, notably Santander, 
Which is congested with 400,000 
refugees. Acute food shortage is 
also reported at Madrid, where 
100,000 children are under bom- 
bardment and cannot be evacu- 
ated for lack of food supplies in 
safer communities already over- 
run with refugees. 

These initial Quaker relief ef- 
forts in Spain have been made 
with funds raised through church 
and peace organizations.' The larg- 
er relief program that is now de- 
veloping will require wide public 
assistance as during the post-war 
decade when the American public 
contributed generously to Quaker 
relief in France. Germany, Poland 
and Russia. 

Children Remain at Home 

"The way is now open for 
Americans to help the suffering 
people of Spain regardless of par- 
tisanship," stated Henry Tatnall 
Brown, Chairman of the Friends' 
Spanish relief work. "This, We be- 
lieve, is the way Americans want 
to help. The Basque children, par- 
ticularly, appeal for impartial 
sympathy. Thousands are destitute 
on both sides of the battlelines. 
We are urged by Count Vallella- 
nos. President of the insurgent 
Spanish Red Cross to extend our 
child-feeding in and around Bil- 
bao. On the other side 30.000 
children in Santander await evac- 
uation before the city is attacked. 
If we can pledge food for them, 
they can be removed to safety in 
Catalonia." * 

Mr. Brown stated it is not the 
policy of Friends to remove Span- 
ish children from their home! 
land. "There are ample places of 
refuge in Spain for children," hej 
said. "What is lacking is food. We 
believe that at this time the best 
way America can help the Span- 
ish people Is to assist in feeding 
children where they are, if out- 
aide battle areas, or to help main- 
tain them in refugee colonies on 
Spanish soil under as near to nor- 
mal conditions as possible." 

Reports from Quaker relief 
workers describe tragic conditions 
In the distressed areas of Spain. 
Miss Esther L. Farquhar, of Cleve- 
land, writes from Murcia that 
Infant mortality among refugees 
has been as high as fifty percent. 
It is estimated there are 123,000 
refugees in this province, mostly 
from Malaga, and 1,500,000 tefu- 
tees throughout Loyalist terri- 
tory

BEHIND THE SCENES IN AMERICAN BUSINESS

BUSINESS— Price increases on 
Fords and some cars of General 
Motors, long delayed despite ris- 
ing costs, were announced last 
week. Many observers feel it may 
encourage further price increases 
in refrigerators, furniture and 
clothing. Prices of stocks, bonds 
and agricultural commodities were 
fairly steady through the week in 
most instances. Railway officials 
agreed to a five cents an hour 
wage increase for certain rail 
workers, which will add an es- 
timated $100,000,000 to pay en- 
velopes. Business in most lines is 
slightly better than last year and 
reports indicate it will pick u; 
more rapidly when people begirt 
to buy Fall things. The shelves of 
many retailers have been depleted 
in the last two months awaiting 
the arrival of new Fall merchan- 
dise. 



WAR AND VARNISH— Some- 
times such apparently unrelated 
subjects are these — war and var- 
nish—are discovered to be closely 
interwined and of interest to 
householders. Except in official 
Washington quarters, America 
generally has not exhibited much 
outward concern about the rapid 
mobilization for war in the Or- 
ient. But last week the word was 
spread by paint and varnish mak- 
ers that prolonged war between 
Japan and China could play havoc 
with varnish prices. It seems that 
despite the gradual development 
of the industry in the South 95 per 
cent of the tung oil consumed by 
American varnish makers is im- 
ported from China. There is real- 
ly no satisfactory substitute for 
this Ingredient which imparts 
toughness and long wearing quali- 
ties to varnish. Householders plan- 
ning to revarnish floors this Fall 
might purchase varnish supplies 
now and avoid higher prices in 
the Fall.

The an- 
nouncement of Federal approval 
constitutes a major victory for 
the more active protagonists of 
the project and, as we see it, 
strikes a progressive note in. the 
forward advance of Virginia Beach 
At one of the outstanding sea- 
side resorts on the entire east 



j At times during the past three 
years the prospects of success for 

' the project were slim indeed. One 
obstacle, it seemed, was sur- 
mounted only tu-br 
by another, and it is a tribute to 
has been understood in Informed 
of those who pressed the fight 
through all of the dark hours that 
the approval finally has come and 
the beginning of construction is 
only a matter of days away. 
. It may., now be reported that 
the major reason behind the 
movement to make the new plant 
a reality was found in the possible 
health menace Inherent in the old 
system which years ago proved in- 
adequate in the face of the in- 
creasing Jourlst patronage. Al- 
though the State Health Depart- 
ment never has branded the plant 
as a definite health menace, it 
has been understood in informed 
circles that such a step could pro- 
perly be taken and would have 
been taken had not the possibility 
of success for the new project 
loomed with reasonable certainty. 
Rather than hamper local de- 
velopment by such a move — the 
publication of such news might 
reasonably have been expected to 
drive away a large percentage of 
our summer visitors — all officials. 
City, County and State, have 
blended their efforts to produce 
the desired result. Today, with 
the new plant within our grasp, 
all may breathe easier and join 
In a song of thanksgiving because 
of the happy ending to this tale 
of cooperative effort. 

Although the health issue is un- 
doubtedly paramount in any con. 
atteration of the approved pro- 
ject's merits, we cannot pass over 
this opportunity to comment on 
the improvement of local "odors" 
that is certain to result. The 
marsh gas in that section of the 
town property adjacent to the 
p re se nt disposal plant has , long 
been contaminated by the sewage 
and has resulted in unpleasant 
odors that have not added to the 
enjoyment of residents of that 
area. This, we have been inform- 
ed, is a condition that can be 
cleared up easily when the new 
plant is developed, so adding to 
the attractiveness of potential 
homesites on and near Linkhom

Under such a caption, the cur- 
rent issue of the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post presents some interest- 
ing data on these men who have 
been honored by State funerals 
in the Senate Chamber since the 
close of the Civil War. Most of 
these who died in office, it de- 
velops, were from the South, the 
majority of them men who served 
loyally and faithfully the Ljost 
Cause, yet who lived to reap hon- 
ors from the again united nation 
for the development of which they 
worked so zealously in their final 
years.

Senator Robinson's was the 
fourteenth state funeral to be 
held In the Senate Chamber since 
the Civil War. The Associated 
Press calls the roll of the others: 
Solomon Poote, John E. Kenna, 
Zebulon B. Vance, Isham O. Har- 
ris, Edward C. Wathall, Marcus 
A. Hanna, William Bj Bate, Au- 
gustus O. B^capr~Theodore E. 
Burton, Francis E. Warren. Lee 
8. Overman, William J. Harris 
and Thomas J. Wal sh. 

ough all these men were lm 
portant in their time, how many 
other than historians could identi- 
fy the first eight, barring Mark 
Hanna, whom Mr. Hearst made 
the villian of the American piece 
in McKlnley's tune, and possibly 
Zebulon B. Vance? 

The Associated Press even mis- 
spelled the name of Solomon 
Poote. of Vermont, brief speaker 
but a powerful one. John E. Ken- 
na, of West Virginia, a boy soldier 
with Shelby's Brigade, who died 
at forty-five, led the pro-Cleve- 
land minority 'in the Senate's 
fight with the President. 

Zebulon Vance, war governor of 
North Carolina, quarrel contin- 
ually, with Jefferson Davis, and 
organized the gallant fleet of 
blockade runners which operated 
out of Wilmington, ovrtr Rich- 
mond's opposition. Isham G. Har- 
ris, war governor of Tennessee, 
fled to Mexico after the war with 
a price on his head, thence to 
England, returning to Memphis in 
1867. 

Edward C. Walthall, of Missis- 
sippi, lost nearly a third of his 
command at Chicamauga, and, 
with 600 men, covered the re- 
treat from Missionary Ridge. 
When his close friend. Lucius. Q. 
C. Lamar, was made Secretary of 
the Interior by Cleveland, Wal- 
thall was named to the Senate to 
succeed him. 

William B. Bate, of Tennessee, 
fought in both the Mexican and 
Civil wars. Augustus O. Bacon, of 
Georgia, also was an ex-soldier of 
the South, who died as recently 
as 1914, led the fight against the 
acquisition of the Phillippines. 
His debate with Spooner, of Wis- 
consin, on this issue was one of 
the great debates of Senate his- 
tory. 

Six of the first eight were Con- 
federate soldiers, one once a hunt- 
ed refugee from his native land, 
yet lived to be buried with State 
honors from the Capitol of the 
country against which they had 
rebel.f a. And one of the latter five. 
Lee S. Overman, of North Caro- 
lina, had been Zebulon Varce's 
private secretary. This while only 
two Norlherheis, neither a soli- 
ii r, were paid smilar 'lomr by 
the Senate. In part this is % tri- 
bute to the < elibre of men the 
South sent to the Senate after 
Reconstruction; in part it is ex- 
plained by the continuity of office 
possible in the rolidly Demon ->;ic 
South.

The use of miniature cameras, not 
alone for "off-guard" photography 
but for daytime portrait studies snd 
"scenlcs" of which they are also 
highly capable, has grown with 
startling speed. Films are available 
that are especially suited to this 
kind of work. These pocket-size but 
powerful, precision-built cameras 
seem to have for many the fascina- 
tion of the high-powered automobile 
and are bought despite their higher 
cost, because "you can go places 
with them." 

Just what Is a high-speed minia- 
ture camera? Essentially it Is a very 
sail roll-film camera with a very 
large aperture lens suck as one rated 
at f J. The exposure required with 
an f.2 lens Is only 1/vth of that 
needed for the f.6.3 lens which Is 
considered a "fast" lens on the ordi- 
nary amateur camera.

— (C o ntinu ed From Page Two* — 
ultimate solution for the ills of 
society was that people have a 
little more humanity; Maria Rosa, 
beautiful daughter of an ordinary 
flshdrman /who sought to keep 
Maria unbeautlful with a fore- 
sight of what would happen to 
alive and lovely Spanish girls; 
Mousson, maker of pots, who con- 
ceived and In his own small way 
operated a theoretically perfect 
communistic factory— these are 
the characters which, in the light 
of Paul's understanding and ap- 
preciation, become symbols of man 
and of his struggle for happiness 
and contentment. 

Prom a technical standpoint 
this book's story, if it may be 
called that, It quite imperfect. The 
denouement is wholly inconsistent. 
There is no logic in a fate which 
delivers these people into a bond- 
age of death and murder. We c«o 
understand how Cosmi and Jose 
and all the rest might be set upon 
by a band of hoodlums and killed; 
but the tragic contradiction 
which really brings about the 
death of Santa Eulalia is that 
Cosmi and Mousson can, them- 
selves, start killing. Mb people, 
apparently, are immune from the 
contagion of violence. This is bit- 
ter truth. 

That "The Life and Death of a 
Spanish Town" is propaganda, as 
any honest account of the Spanish 
conflict must be, cannot be de- 
nied. It should be noted, how- 
ever, that the propaganda is 
neither Pasclstic nor Communis- 
tic. The author holds no brief for 
political theories. If he attacks 
the rebellious element it is be- 
cause he finds the people injured 
by it. If he refuses to be impressed 
with the toads that Prtmo de Ri- 
vera built or the trains he caused 
to run on time, it is because the 
roads and trains are small solace 
to a people who cannot use them, 
for flight from the planes and 
tanks of Hitler and of Muswlini. 
The facts, indeed, speak for them- 
selves, and, fdr the most part, Mr. 
Paul does not interrupt. 

Because there are occasional 
interjections of attempts at ef- 
fect, the book must be admitted 
to be rather badly written. Sin- 
cerity of purpose and depth of 
feeling may, however, compensate 
for a great deal of poor techni- 
que. When Paul says, "I feel self- 
conscious in writing about my 
dear friends with such objectivity.

Hn short, predisposing dental 
causes of mouth cancer can be 
removed through proper dental 
attention. Sharp edges of teeth, 
damaged crowns, broken fillings, 
badly fitting dentures and bridges 
can, and sometime do, cause can- 
cer of the mouth. It is on these 
things that the dentist always 
checks.

Second on the list comes "Ham- 
let, Revenger, which might rank 
first with professors or students 
of Shakesperean literature. For 
murder is done during an amateur 
production of "Hamlet", and the 
solution lies cleverly in the bits 
of ominous quotation that uphol- 
ster the tragedy of the melancholy 
Dane. Not that others won't en- 
joy the story, but, as in a recent 
hundred-thousand dollar contest, 
the lightweight thinkers may not 
be in at the finish. 

Rhoda Truax's "Accident Ward 
Mystery" is a strange conglomer- 
ation centering about some people 
in a hospital and a fair lady of 
the stage. Good enough for the 
confirmed addict, but no more. 

Oeorgette Heyer's They Found 
Him Dead" is better grade of en- 
tertainment. Most of the people 
are amusingly balmy, even though 
who did it" is rather too easy to 
guess. 

A startling "item in this collec- 
tion of recent "crime" is "The 
Anatomy of Murder." Here seven 
members of the Detection Club, 
including Dorothy Sayers and 
other familiar writers of mystery 
fiction, inspect several actual 
crimes in which the truth is very 
strange. Of these cases, perhaps 
the most familiar is that of the 



French Bluebeard. Landru. For 
what it Is. this book may be well 
recommended.

mitted such wholesale stealing. 

A different picture began with 
Mr. Andrews' handling of the 
Auditing Department, which has 
been admirably carried on by his 
successor, Mr. Downs. As the em- 
bezzlements increased, the prem- 
iums on bonds for fiscal officials 
lust as naturally advanced until 
Virginia was paying about the 
highest bonding rate to the Na- 
tion. But with the efficient con- 
trol and checks over these officers 
inaugurated by Mr. Andrews and 
continued by Mr. Downs, we are 
at long last beginning to reap the 
fruits of the modem accounting 
system now in effect in the State 
Auditing Department. The coun- 
ties, too, taking their cue from 
the State, have been much more 
vigilant and systematic until this 
week's recognition by the surety 
companies of the strict account- 
tog now required to Virginia 
brings to the Old Dominion a 
saving to treasurers' bonds of from 
$25,000 to ,$30,000, certain to be 
followed by additional reductions 
to surety bond rates and further 
savings to the Commonwealth and 
its subdivisions. 

It is equally gratifying to know 
that with the Installation of reg- 
ular and adequate audits, the In- 
debtedness of the counties has 
shown a wholesale reduction.

"Queen of Love and Beauty." 

The riders will charge down a 
100 yard stretch in the shadows 
of the village's "Natural Chim- 
neys", attempting to pierce three 
small rings suspended overhead 
with their lances as they gallop full 
speed ahead. The rings vary from 
1 Vt inches in diameter, the 
ones being used as the 
contest progresses. 

The knights, in riding breeches 
and white shirts with bright silk 
sashes across their chests, must 
cover the 100 yards in not more 
than seconds as they cast their 
spears at the tin? targets.

REPORT B MADE FIRE EQUIPMENT 
ON WPA GRANTS ORDER DELAYED 

Twenty-few Projects Hare 
Received Federal AM In 
- State Since Jaw— rj 1. 



Since the first of the year twen- 
ty-four projects in Virginia have 
been completed by the Public 
Works Administration involving a 
total construction cost of $5,642,- 
425. 

The Public Works Administra- 
tion made five loans, totalling $3,- 
024,500. secured by city, county 
and State institutional bonds. 
Several of these loans h a ve al - 
ready beefT liquidated in the PWA 
account by the sale of bonds by 
PWA's broker, the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. In each in- 
stance a substantial profit was 
realized from the sale of the 
bonds. 

Sewage Grant Largest 

Grants were made to most of 
these twenty-four projects on the 
basis of 45 per cent of the total 
cost, but in some cases the grant 
represented only 30 per cent of 
the cost of labor and materials. 
Outright Federal grants made by 
the Public Works Administration 
to aid in financing the construc- 
tion of these projects amounted to 
$1,833,025. 

The largest of the projects com 
pleted in the eight months was 
the $2,780,000 sewage system con- 
structed in Arlington County, Vir- 
ginia. The neaMftfgest project in- 
volved the conduction of build- 
ing at the Virginia Polytechnic In- 
stitute in Blacksburg at a cost of 
$1,148,000. 

Although these projects involv- 
ed the construction of water sys- 
tems, sewer systems, county and 
municipal buildings, street paving, 
and court house repairs, the con- 
struction work was centered prin- 
cipally in schools. Fourteen pro- 
jects involved the construction of 
new schools or Improvements to 
existing buildings. 

In addition to the projects com- 
pleted in the last eight months, 
there are thirty projects still un- 
der construction, involving a total 
cost of $8,881,300.

A new ordinance directs that
